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Enrollment up 900, 
expect 8,000 total 


Registration for MPC’s Fall 
semester has already jumped 
by 900 students over the Spring 
semester, according to figures 
released by Registrar Sally 
Jones. 

As of August ll, 7,400 students 
had registered for classes, as 
compared to 6,000 at approx- 
imately the same time before 
the last semester began. 


The over-all effect of such 
an increase in Students will not 
be felt until early September 
when enrollments level off and 
Students begin to drop classes. 
Registration continues through 
September 8. 

According to Jones, the ter- 
minal system of registration 
which was instituted this sem- 
ester has been “amazingly 


smooth.’’ She foresees a time 
when students can add and drop 
classes any time, eliminating 
much of the paperwork. 

‘‘We’ve started with the basic 
system and plan to refine and 
Change it until the system will 
be suitable to all,’’ she said. -. 
Jones anticipates a final reg- 
istration figure of ‘‘over 8000.”’ 


Many free services are offered 


as Fall term begins here 


Free counseling, health ser- 
vices and the Learning Center 
are a few of the free services 
offered to MPC students. 


To register late, 
read these lines 


Anyone who wants to register 

for classes on or after today 
should go first to the regis- 
tration window in the Student 
Services Building. There he 
will be asked to fill out the 
hecessary forms and will be 
coded as to residence status. 

The student then will go on 
to his selected classes. Each 
instructor, upon accepting the 
Student into his class, will add 
the student’s name and ID num- 
ber to his or her role, and the 
Student will take the registra- 
tion receipt forms back to the 
registration desk in the Student 
Services Building, 

There the student will pay his 
registration fees and receive 
his ID card for the Fall sem- 
ester, 


Fight counselors, directed by 

Marshall Chatwin, are on hand 
in the Student Services Build- 
ing to lend a hand in selecting 
Classes that correspond to the 
student’s major, They also 
aid in selecting a college to 
which a student may transfer 
to continue his or her educa- 
tion. Counseling is available 
from 9 am to 4 pm daily. 

Public Health Nurse Grace 
Donlin is available at the health 
services office, also located in 
the Student Services Building, 
to give first aid to any who need 
it. 

She also offers confidential 
counseling on subjects such as 
pregnancy, V. D., mental or 
emotional problems and weight 
control. 

Donlin also makes available 
to students, on their request, 
Such screening procedures as 
hearing and vision tests and 
blood pressure and tuberculin 
skin test readings. Arrangement 
for special PE classes or med- 
‘ical excuses from PE as re- 
commended by a physician are 


made through the health ser- 
vice office. 


Recommendations and referral 


to private physicians or com- 
munity services are also made 
by the health services office, 


as well as provi sion for emer- 


gency transportation. The of- 
fice is open from 8 am to 5 pm. 
The Learning Center, located 
in the Library, offers indivi- 
dualized courses in psychology, 
sociology, economics and Eng- 
lish. If students feel their 
reading, writing or vocabulary 
are not up to par, they can 
take part in workshops in these 
areas in the Learning Center. 
Free tutoring is also available 
to the student through the Learn- 
ing Center. The Center is open 
from 8 am to 10 pm daily. 


The counseling staff includes, 
in addition to Chatwin, Sharon 
Coniglio, Ron Leonard, Debbie 
Anthony, Sharon Treat, Anita 
McDonald, Mary Story, Joe Us- 
tick and Rosabelle Hamann. Ha- 
mann offers counseling service 
to all foreign students on the 
campus.
